Arrests of the three, two former servicemen and a reserve 
army e¢aptain, was announced in Washington by the justice 
department shortly after formal charges against them were 
filed with the federal commissioner here. 

The three were accused of attempting to sell the photo- 
graphs to the Baltimore News Post and of distributing copies 
elsewhere, An F.B.1. official in Washington told a reporter

News of the application was re- 
ceived with alarm in the western 
provinces where “inequitable” 
freight rates always have been con- 
sidered excessive and highly detri- 
mental to the development and 
economy of the west. | 

In Edmonton, Premrer Manning 
immediately sent a telegram to the 
board of transport commissioners 
in Ottawa, which received the rail- 
ways’ application, asserting Alberta 
was “emphatically opposed’ to it, | 
and asking for the time and place 
of the hearing so that a formal sub- 
mission of protest can be lodged. 

The premier declared the sub- 
mission would be made on the con-| 
tention that any further increase | 
in freight rates “would be disastrous 
te our farming, mining and lumber- 
ing industries and then to the de-| 
velopment of our entire economy.” | 

He said he had been talking with 
Premier Hart of British Columbia on 
the telephone and the two had 
agreed to a joint submission to the 
transport board, The premier said | 
they will not only oppose the in-| 
crease but will press for an “equi- 
table adjustment,” a decrease in| 
the existing rates. 

Mr, Manning said he was going, 
to call Premier Douglas of Sask- 
atchewan on the telephone and ask 
him to join Alberta and British 
Columbia in the submission,

W. Townsend, of Montreal, assistant 
general manager of the Bank of 
Montreal, said when 
here Friday. 

The bank's chief architect, Bruce 
Wright, was in Edmonton Thurs- 
day, having come here especially 
to look over the expansion program, 
Demands for increased accom- 
modation at the main branch make 
the extension necessary, While final 
plans have not been settled, the 
work will be undertaken and com- 
pleted as rapidly as possible, hav- 
ing regard to the building materials 
Situation, said the official. 

The extension will be on the 
south side of the main building, on 
property purchased by the 
some time ago, The new structure 
will be a substantial, modern build- 
ing. 

The Bank of Montreal now has 
50 branches in Alberta, employing 
approximately 450 people, said Mr. 
Townsend, Within the past year, 
six new branches have been opened 


}in the province. 


Mr. Townsend whose work in- 
cludes the supervision of personnel, 
premises and public relations, said 
one purpose of his western trip was 
to meet as many staff members as 
possible to express appreciation of 
their particularly fine job during 
the war years. Some 1,200 employes 
of the bank had served during the 
war and more than 1,000 were back 
in the bank service and were shap- 
ing up splendidly, he said.

ITo Test Validity 
Of Appeal Ban

OTTAWA—F. P. Varcoe, deputy 
minister of justice, leaves for Lon- 


don on Tuesday to represent the 
Canadian government before’ the 
privy council in connection with 


the appeal of the provinces against 
a ruling of the supreme court of 
Canada which upheld the validity 
of a bill which would abolish all 
appeals to the privy council. 

The matter is one which has 
plagued Canadian legislators and 
lawmakers for some decades. 

Periodically, the late C. H, Cahan, 
secretary of state in the Bennett 
government, presented his bill to 
the commons. In 1939 it finally was 
passed in the form of an amendment 
to the Supreme Court act. 

The government referred the bill 
to thé supreme court of Canada 
which upheld its validity in 1940. 
The provinces appealed the ruling 
and the privy council is being asked 
to decide whether or not parliament 
can, by amending the supreme court 
act, abolish appeals to privy council.

D-Day—when an enemy fighter at- 
tacked the big Lancaster during a 
night bombing mission, setting both 
port engines aflame. 

Fire broke out in the mid-upper 
turret and the rear turret, as well 
as in the port wing, and as the 
flames began to devour the aircraft, 
how pilot ordered the crew to bail 
out. 

PO. Mynarski, mid-upper gunner, 
started for the escape hatch when 
he saw the rear gunner, FO. George 
Brophy of Port Arthur, was trapped 
in his turret. The turret was im- 
movable because both the hydraulic 
and manual gear had been 
damaged.. 

His own clothing and parachute 
ablaze, Mynarski made his way to 
the tail and fought to free the rear 
gunner until FO. Brophy indicated 
there was nothing more he could 
do and that he should try to save 
his own life, 

“PO. Mynarski reluctantly went 
back through the flames to escape 
hatch,” the citation said. “There, 
as a last gesture to the trapped 
gunner, he turned toward him, stood 
to attention in his flaming clothing 
and saluted, before he jumped out 
of the aircraft.” 

French partisans on the ground 
watched his flaming descent. He was 
so severely burned he died of in- 
juries.

This treasury bill indebtedness in- 
cludes large sums arising out of the 
debts incurred for relief purposes 
during the depression, 

Premier Douglas of Saskatchewan 
fis in Ottawa discussing a separate 
agreement bétween his province and 
the dominion, and Premier Garson 
of Manitoba is expected naxt week 
in a similar connection. It is logical 
to conclude, according to officials, 
the treasury bill indebtedness will 
come into these negotiations. j 

Finance department spokesmen | 
had no comment to make on the re- 
port the dominion may be willing 
to forgive 50 percent of the actual | 
dole type of relief debts, while ex- | 
cluding those debts incurred for 
public works—for which the pro- 
vinces presumably have something 
jasting to show. 

It is pointed out the dominion is 
negotiating with individual provin- 
ces, and was hardly likely to reveal 
its hand at this stage.

PORTAGE LA PRAIRIE, (CP)— 
Walter Tucker, member of par- 
liament for Rosthern, Sask., and | 
leader of the Saskatchewan Liberal 
party, said here he had information 
the dominion government intended 
to cancel a “very substantial part” 
of the relief debt owing by the 
prairie provinces to the federal | 
government. | 

The debts were incurred in the 
drought and depression years, when 
the three provinces had to borrow 
for relief expenditures more than 
$131,000,000. Manitoba borrowed 
$24,734,452; Saskatchewan $80,451,- 
852; Alberta $25,887,500.

Boys’ Wear, Street Floor 
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Strikes Come High 

It is officially estimated that Canadian 
business firms are this year investing $187,- 
000,000 less than they intended to invest in 
“durable physical assets”, That is, in build- 
ing and enlarging factories and stores and 
otherwise increasing facilities for producing 
and distributing goods, 

Early in the year 13,430 firms reported 
plans to spend $1,187,000,000 in this way. 
But it is now not expected that the actual in- 
vestment will go beyond the $1,000,000,000 
mark, 

This drop of something more than 15% 
from the total amount ear-marked for the 
expansion of wealth-producing industrial and 
commercial facilities is not relatively heavy. 
But actually the amount is large, and the 
restriction of producing capacity is also large. 

The spending of $187,000,000 in con- 
struction work in a single year involves the 
employment of a large number of men, di- 
rectly and indirectly, In itself the distribu- 
tion of so large a sum must visibly affect the 
employment situation, and the activity of 
business in many lines and areas, The with- 
holding of this investment means that a cor- 
responding loss of employment and trade has 
occurred. 

Of greater importance is the permanent 
effect of the failure to translate this huge 
amount of money into planned labor-employ- 
ing and trade-increasing establishments. 
Opportunities for employment will be fewer 
next year, and business less active, because 
these productive enterprises are not being 
brought into existence. 

The reasons why this $187,000,000 is 
not being invested are given as bottle-necks 
caused by strikes, scarcity of labor and short- 
age of supplies. Since strikes were prime 
factors in making supplies scarce, these in- 
terruptions are mainly responsible for the 
cutting down of both the current demand for 
labor and the future capacity of the country 
to produce and distribute wealth. Further, 
the disturbed conditions evidenced by strikes 
had undoubtedly a discouraging effect upon 
intending investors. 

It seems fair to assume therefore that 
the wealth-producing capacity of Canada at 
the end of the year will be $100,000,000 less 
than it would have been if these industrial 
disputes had been settled without tieing up 
the output of materials and frightening in- 
vestors into abandoning building plans. 


A Plea for Humor 

When the late Professor Stephen Lea-

Eritrea Goes Back 


An item of interesting though minor 
news comes from Paris. Eritrea is to be 
given back to Ethiopia, unless unexpected 
complications arise in the disposition of Ital- 
ian colonies, The United States, Britain and 
Yugoslavia approved the transfer, these be- 
ing the only countries participating in the 
initial discussion, 

Russian approval may be assumed from 
the position taken by Yugoslavia, and there 
is no suggestion of French disagreement, 
With the Big Four prospectively backing 
Abyssinia’s claim, its recovery of the long 
lost territory seems to be assured. 

It is more than sixty years Since Italian 
troops were landed there and the progres- 
sive occupation of the area began. But 20 
years ago there were fewer than 4,000 Ital- 
ians in the country, out of a population of| 
410,000, 

Eritrea has in fact been of little use to 
Italy. It has never been an Italian colony 
in fact. But it will provide Abyssinia with 
a seaboard, giving it access to world mar- 
kets, which it does not now possess. | 

Eritrea was of course the base of the 
Italian attack on Ethiopia ten years ago. 
Its restoration will be in the nature of re- 
tributive justice for that act of unprovoked) 
aggression and the historic outrages which 
marked its progress. | 

Those, in and outside the Empire, who 
delight in picturing Britain as a grabber of 
territory and cailously indifferent to the 
rights and interests of small nations, may 
be interested in recalling that it was British 
troops who smashed the Italian power in 
Eritrea — as in Somaliland and Abyssinia 
itself — and reseated Haile Selassie on his 
throne. For which service Britain asked no- 
thing and got nothing, save the friendship 
of the people of that outraged but redeemed 
country. |

wer to recent criticism of its Ger- 
man prisoner of war policy has 
now been given, The rate of repat- 
riation will be accelerated and with 
good fortune all prisoners classified 
as “white” (non-nazis) will be gone 
from the country by 1948. 

The government's’ statement 
boosts the rate of repatriation from 
between 2,000 and 3,000 a month 
to 15,000 a month beginning in 
October. Priority will be given to 
prisoners who have shown a posi- 
tive “democratic attitude and are 
likely to play a useful part in the 
rehabilitation of Germany.” 

Having exhausted this group, pri- 
ority will then be given on a basis 
of length of time in captivity and 
also a degree of priority will be 
given to those men with specia! 
industrial and other qualifications.

The new policy is a noteworthy 
improvement over the previous lack 
of policy not only because it accel- 
erates the rate of repatriation but 
also because there is provision for 


| better conditions for prisoners of 


war and by providing them with a 
full explanation of the policy adopt. 
ed towards them. 

It was this uncertainty both among 
the men and their families in Ger- 
many which was contributing to 
the deterioration in morale among 
the prisoners and in the British 
zone. At least the uncertainty will 
be ended even if the justice of re- 
taining the men is still open to 
question. 

Every encouragement should be

There are, of course, aviation 
cnthusiasts who, by juggling with 
statistics, try to prove that flying 
is as safe as other forms of trave!. 
But if this is so, why do the great 
london insurance companies, when 
issuing ordinary life-insurance pol- 
icies, insist on an extra premium 
being paid to cover death by air 
iravel? They demand no such prem 
ium to cover the risk of travelling 


by train, steamship or automobile. |

‘Powerful Drug 
Found by Russia 


WASHINGTON, (NANA)—A pow- 
erful twin of streptomycin has just 
been reported from Russia to the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science here. 

This proven inhibitor of the 
growth of half a dozen disease- 
producing organisms, some of them 
| resistant to both streptomycin and 
| penicillin, was discovered, accord- 
| ing to the report, by Dr. G. F. Gause 
of the Moscow Institute of Tropical 
| Medicine. 

It resulted, according to Dr 
Gause's report, from a systematic 
}examination of the properties of a 
}large number of micro-organisms 
| found in the black, or chernozem, 
| soil of central Russia, It is effect- 
ive in extremely minute amounts 
against staphylococci, pneumococci 
jand several forms of germ respon- 
| sible for diarrheas. It promises to 
| prove of particular value, accord- 
jing to the report just published in 
the official organ of the American 
association, against the germ of 
relapsing fever 

The organism itself is one of the 
bacteria, rather than a mould such 


as is the source of penicillin. The 
germ inhibitor is secreted when 
colonies Of this soil bacillus are 


grown in the laboratory under cer- 
tain fixed conditions of nutriment 
and temperature. Apparently it has 
very little poisonous effect on man 
,or any of the higher animals. It 
works with great rapidity Mice 
infected with the relapsing fever 
spirochete showed none of the or- 
ganisms in their blood after a sin- 
gle day's treatment, 

Unlike streptomycin, which kills 
| disease germs, according to Dr 
| Gause this new medicine only pre- 
| vents their multiplication, In this 
respect its action is similiar to that 
of the sulfa drugs. The end effect 
| is the same, however, since bac- 
teria Which do not multiply soon 
perish

Human Carriers 
Blamed for Polio 


NEW YORK, (AP)—Polio virus, 
the invisibly small agent that causes 
infantile paralysis, apparently was | 
spread everywhere in the epidemic | 
areas of this year's great outbreak 
of the disease in the United States. 


Before the end of September the 
cases had reached 18,500 and had 
only a little more than 500 to go 
to make this year the second great- 
est in the country’s records. 


(Canada also had a severe out- 
break of the disease this year.) 
There is evidence that the virus 
this year was carried by the fami- 
lies and friends of the patients, and | 
by insects and in sewage and occa- | 
sionally in food. This spread of 
virus is not really new in polio 
epidemics, but it is a cumulation 
of years of work to discover how it 
spread, 
The secret of the spread still | 
escapas physicians. | 
Suspicion just now points first at | 
human beings as the most danger- 
ous carriers. That is, polio virus, 
under this evidence, probably, 


spreads from person to person. | It 
is a contagion. | 
The virus has been found in| 


sewage in numerous places. Charles- 
ton, 8.C., New York city, Detroit, 
and Chicago have found this. 

The polio agent lives only a lit- 
tle more than a day after it enters 
sewage. This does not rule out the 
possibility of getting polio from 
sewage contamination, or from 
garbage, or swimming pools and 
beaches where there is sewage con- 
tamination. But the chances look 
| poor for contaminated sewage being 
the main cause of polio epidenmics 

Flies have been found to carry 
| polio virus and other insects are 
suspected But again the evidence 
points away from flies as prime 
| causes of polio. The virus does not 
appear to breed in the flies and dies 
in a day or so. 

The only breeding 
infantile paralysis virus at present 
seems to be the human body. This 
| ls an added reason why the medical 
profession is working on the human 
carrier angle

ZURICH, Switzerland, (DN)—On 
May 21 of this year, the U.S, Bri- 
tain and France, acting on behalf 
of those members of the United Na- 
tions organization which signed the 
reparations agreement, made a deal 
with Switzerland 

The Swiss agreed that property 
of every kind in Switzerland, be- 
longing to Germans resident in 
Germany, should be unearthed and 
liquidated, They stipulated, how- 
ever, that they should do the in- 
vestigating because to allow the 
Allies to do so would be in “viola- 
tion of their sovereignty.” 

In return the U.S. agreed to for- 
get the wartime blacklist of 1,300 
firms and individuals in “neutral” 
Switzerland, and to initiate the 


earliest possible discussions looking 
toward unblocking Swiss funds in

The U.S. share of liquidation 
proceeds is earmarked for offset- 
ting American costs of feeding 
Germany and is a mere pittance of 
that. Gold looted by the Germans 
and sold or transferred to Swiss 
banks goes principally to France 
and Belgium, 

But despite this, the Swiss are 
peeved over the deal and efforts 
to uncover and liquidate assets have 
led to bad blood between the U.S 
and Switzerland 

Apparently, the Swiss press has 
deliberately nourished this anti-

American investigators in 
Germany stated that amount would 
represent the very minimum in- 
volved—and the Swiss agree. 

Deposits Kept Secret 

Swiss bankers appear to fear the 
of the violation of 
their famous secrecy act, which has 
been one of the sources of Swiss 
prosperity. This act provided that 


Swiss bankers must keep the iden- | 


dity of depositors, who so requested, 
Thus, it attracted funds 
of tax evaders from all over Europe 

This group now worries lest rais- 
ing the restrictions of the act in 
this case will be used as a precedent 
by the French government for 
tracking down hidden French for- 
tunes. And Swiss banks for decades 
have been the favorite haven of 
wealthy French tax evaders. 

Furthermore, some wealthy Swiss 
have been able to evade their own 
income taxes by hiding funds in 
Swiss banks under protection of 
the act. 

Fear Uncovering Secrets 

The industrialists fear thorough 
investigation will show up their 
German connections and make 
political capital for the Swiss So- 
cialists who have already had a 
heyday over this very point 

To combat all these antagonists 
is going to take a long time at 
the present rate of progress. 

The Swiss, although insisting on 
dong the investigating themselves, 
have still failed to acquire adequate 
staffs. As few as seven persons have 
been employed to investigate the 


| accuracy of 250.000 returns relating 


to assets of 25,000 German firms or 
individuals. 

Furthermore, the job of goading 
the Swiss to uncover German 
assets and then of making sure that 
property sold is not bought by Ger- 
man agents, or at inadequate prices, 
falls to the three Allied legations 
in Switzerland. And they have a 
mere handful of personnel. 

Allies Just Co-operate 

At least 500 German-owned or 
controlled concerns will be sold or 
liquidated and the Allies cannot 
take direct action but must merely 
“co-operate” with the Swiss com- 
pensation commission carrying on 
the investigation and liquidation. 

There are several loopholes 
which smart Germans 
could crawl: 

A leak before the investigations 
began gave a chance for consider- 
able withdrawals from Swiss banks 
—which the Swiss have admitted.

Great Britain set up the plan in 
1908 by passing the Prevention of 
Crime (Borstal) act and the Chil- 
dren act after strong protests against 
a penal scheme under which young 


persons and even children were sub- 
ject to the same harsh penalties of 
imprisonment imposed on older per- 
sons. 

They're Not Prisoners 

Instead of the ordinary system of 
imprisonment, the Borstal form of 
detention under special rules seeks 
to develop mentally, physically and 
morally 
who are 
prisoners. 
one year nor more than three, 
except in special cases, no sentence 
of imprisonment can be passed on 
any person under 16 

At Borstal, Kent, experiments with 
youths aged 16 to 21 were carried out 
in an old convict prison prior to the 
passing of the act, and the name 
was applied to the new system. 

None of the present institutions 
are at Borstal. The establishments 
for young men are at Chatham, Fel- 
tham and Portland, and the one for 
girls at Aylesbury. 

The Borstal act empowers a court 
to order detention of any person be- 
tween the ages of 16 and 21 “where 
it shall appear to the court that by 
eason of criminal habit or tendency 
it is expedient that the offender 
shall be subject to such instruction 
and discipline as appears most con- 
ducive to his reformation and to the 
repression of crime.” 

Basis of System 

Basis of the Borstal system is the 
principle that, up to a certain age, 
every offender may be regarded as 
potentially a good citizen; that his 
lapse into crime may be due either 
to physical deg geners acy or a bad so- 
cial environment that it is the 
State's duty at least to try to effect 
a cure, and not to class e offender 
offhand and without experiment 
with the adult professional] criminal 

The Borstal act also sets up an as- 
sociation to aid the rehabilitation of 
all persons of both sexes discharged 
from Borstal institutions, Statistics 
show that two of every three Bor- 
Stal “graduates” are reclaimed

Navigation Rules 

OTTAWA. — “Loran,” the elec- 
tronic long range navigation de-| 
velopment recently released from the | 
defence department's secret list, | 
will revolutionize air and sea navi- | 
gation, according to Cmdr. J. R. 
Foster, R.C.N. (R). | 

Addressing the Ottawa branch of | 
the Canadian Institute of Mining 
and Metallurgy recently, Cmdr. | 
Foster said he could see the day! 
when “the captain of a ship will 
know what is immediately in front 
of him through the use of radar, | 
and what his exact position is 
through the use of Loran. 

This would eliminate the necessity 
of the captain standing on the 
bridge of his ship, “and probably 
eliminate the necessity of having 
the bridge.” 

“The captain will be able to con- 
duct the whole movement of his 
vessel simply by pressing a button 
and watching a few dials.” 

The first experimental set-up of 
Loran, between Boston and Ber- 
muda, he described as a “complete 
failure.” However, after changing a 
frequency in the equipment, the ex- 
periment was a success, 

“The first string of sending sta- 
tions based on land was built from 
Cape Cod to Long Island in 1942, 
From a small beginning Loran sta-
